In accordaoce with your request I have 
made examinations of three samples of 
water furnished by you, with special ref- 
erence to such impurities as would ren- 
der it unfit for domestic use, and beg 
leave to present the following report: 

Sample No. 1 was taken from the river 
about ten miles above town, at the point 
where the Highland ditch takes it supply; 
sample No 2 was taken from the main 
reservoir, four feet from the surface, near 
where the water used in the town is 
taken; sample No.3 was taken from the 
Highland ditch just before it empties into 
the main reservoir. The following isa 
tabulated statement of the results of the 
tests made: :

First—That the water supplied to the 
town through the main reservoir is not 
sufficientiy pure to be used for domestic 
purposes with safety. 

Secondly—That the water in the river 
is reasonably pure and wholesome, and 

Thirdly—That the water supplied to the 
town receives the greater part of its im- 
purities in the main reservoir and its ap- 
proaches. 

As applicable to the sawdust question, I 

uote the following extraci from an ar- 

cle on water by Professor S. P. Sadtler, 
Ph. D., Professor of Chemistry in the 
University of Pennsylvania, etc., etc.: 
“Organic matter may be derived from a 
vegetable source, such as leaf mould, and 
the decomposition products of wood, in 
which case it is practically harmless, or it 
may be derived from pe faa sources, in 
which case it almost always causes a 
serious impurity.”

A Time for Nerve. 

From the National Stockman.) 

“Cattlemen will want plenty of 
nerve for the next twelve months,” 
remarks an English paper, and 
pro the same thing could be 
said with equal aptness of the same 
class of men on ftifis side of the At- 
lantic. We are now seemingly at 
the bottom of 6ne of the worst 


times in the cattle business ever 
known in this country. The pan- 
icky feeling naturally accompany- 
ing sucha state of things is evi- 
dentl phe approaching a climax. It is 
not difficult to see that all this is 
preliminary to a turn for the bet- 
ter, but just when that turn will 
set in, and how much permanence 
it will show in its earlier stages, 
are matters beyond mortal ken. It 
is reasonably certain, however,that 
some time must elapse before the 
markets can show substantial re- 
covery or be rid of discouraging 
features. Without venturing in 
the line of positive prediction, The 
Stockman is of the opinion that 


‘the cattle business of the next 12 


mouths will be better than that of 
the year past, on an average, but 
that there will be mingled with it 
more or less of the unpleasant 
features with which cattlemen are 
already too familiar. THere is 
every probability, ge, that 
within two years cattle will be sell- 
ing at good round prices ; but in 
the meantime there will be an 
abundance of opportunity for the 
display ofnerve. Those whd show 
themselves possessed of this nerve, 
and keep their herds in shape to 
continue in the business, will one 
day congratulate themselves upon 
having kept their heads.

It is seldom that crop. prospects 
have ever undergone as great a 
change within a short time as they 
have within the past 30 days. A 
month ago there was such a grand 
promise of corn as has never been 
known; and the government crop 


report just issued shows a reduc- 
tion in condition of no less than 
seventeen points since the July re- 
port.
